Miscellaneous Information from the Sofia Area 

Drinking water for Sofia is supplied by reserveirs at Bila near Samokev, In 1942, 
werk was started on the eenstruction ef a reservoir approximately 15 kilometers 
frem Sofia; work was still in pregress at the end ef 1951. The reservoir is to 
sapply water for industrial needs. 


Host ef the output of the glycerin and caster eil ates at Kostinbrod (N4249 
2313) is sent to the USSR, 
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Work of a military nature is baing carried ont at Samekev, approximately 60 kile- 
meters fram Sofia. Censiderable numbers of military personnel are stationed — 
there. 


At Samokov, geclogical research ‘is under way at a copper mine which has been wm- 
worked for many years. 


Weekly Party meetings are held in all suburbs of Sofia. After an address by a 
Party representative, the audience is invited te ask questions. ‘There is a general 
reluctance to de so beeause the names and addresses of all questioners, as well 

as the questions asked, are carefully noted. 


All working people must attend evening courses on Leninisn, Those failing to 
attend are liable to lose their jebs. . 


Party members receive militery training every week and are permitted te keep 
weapons at home. Party members perform day and night patrol duty in the outskirts 
of Sofia. They are instructed to listen to conversations held in the streets ani 
te report in writing to their superiors. Party members attend annual courses at 
@ special school at the former French Hospital eutside of Sefia, —
